(a) A patent by its very nature is affected with a public interest. The public interest is best served 
and the most effective patent examination occurs when, at the time an application 's being examined the 
SfliceTs awarfoTkn^ evaluates the teachings of all infomnation material to Pf^^^^^J^J^^^"^^ 
associated with the filing and prosecution of a patent application has a duty of c»?*>r ^"^ 
dealing with the Office, which includes a duty to disclose to the Office all infomiation known to that 
Sidual to be matertel to patentability as defined in this section. The duty to disclose infomr^ation exists 
with respect to each pending claim until the claim is canceled or withdrawn from consideration, or the 
SliS b2i?mes'S)andoned. Information material to the patentability of a claim . 
wrthdrawn from consideration need not be submitted if the information is not material to the patentabHrty of 
any cSim remaining under consideration in the application. There is no duty to submit information which 
Hot material to the patentability of any existing claim.

A prima facie case of unpatentability Is established when the infomnation compels a conclusion that a 
cl5m Is unpatentable under the preponderance of evidence, burden-of-proof standard, giving each temi in 
the claim its broadest reasonable construction consistent with the specification, and before any 
consideration is given to evidence whksh may be submitted In an attempt to establish a contrary 
conclusion of patentability. 

( c ) Individuals associated with the filing or prosecution of a patent application within the meaning 
of this section are:
